Measles  should  decrease  to  an  insignificant  number  of  cases  each  year. 

Only  10  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported  during  the  year  and  also  there 
is  only  one  death  which  has  been  ascribed  to  this  disease. 

The  progress,  or  the  maintenance  of  progress  in  the  controlling  of  other  more 
serious  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus 
continues  to  be  completely  satisfactory  and  it  is  many  years  since  I have  had  to 
report  a new  case  in  the  district.  It  is  imperative  that  the  preventative 
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inoculations  and  vaccinations  ajre  continued  as  these  diseases  aie  still  capable  of 
causing  considerable  havoc  if  they  again  get  out  of  control.

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In  the  previous  table  is  listed  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  the  district 
with  their  causes. 

I have  on  many  previous  occasions  referred  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of 
malignant  neoplasm  or  cancer  of  the  lung,  which  continue  to  occur  in  the  district. 
Repeated  warnings  have  been  made  by  responsible  medical  authorities  on  the 
relationship  of  this  desease  and  cigarette  smoking.  These  warnings  are  beyond 
any  possible  dispute.  Despite  this,  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  Members  of  the 
Newton  Abbot  Urban  District  Council  in  particular  have  been  brought  closely  into 
contact  with  the  ravages  of  this  form  of  cancer,  there  appears  to  be  no  enthusiasm 
to  take  the  one  and  only  elementary  step  which  could  give  a reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases,  this  is  to  stop  smoking.  I did  on  one  occasion  bring  the  subject  of 
smoking  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  this  Council  and  although  the  Chairman  was 
in  favour  of  Members  not  smoking  during  the  time  that  the  Committee  met,  his 
proposal  found  no  support. 

It  is,  of  course,  well  known  that  when  the  danger  of  smoking  was  first 
announced,  the  medical  profession  has  acted  as  a guinea-pig.  It  is  also  well  known 
that  the  proportion  of  Doctors  who  smoke  is  far  below  the  proportion  of  the  general 
public  which  indulges  in  this  habit.  The  results  too  have  shown  that  the  incidence 
of  lung  cancer  in  Doctors  has  decreased  accordingly. 

It  is  also  known  that  other  lung  conditions,  such  as  bronchitis,  are  connected 
with  smoking,  as  also  are  the  coronary  thromboses  or  Ischaemic  heart  disease  as  it 
is  properly  called  are  very  definitely  related  to  the  inhalation  of  tobacco. 

During  the  year  progress  has  continued  to  be  made  in  the  question  of  sewage 
disposal  and  it  is  more  than  significant  to  find  that  Departmental  encouragement  is 
being  given  for  the  sewerage  to  be  dealt  with  on  a regional  basis  and  schemes  are  at 
present  under  way  for  large  regional  treatment  plants  to  be  built  at  Heathfield  and 
at  Buckland.  The  plant  at  Buckland  is  in  the  design  stage  incorporating  an 
incinerator,  which  is  to  dispose  of  both  household  refuse  and  sewage  sludge. 

The  question  of  sewage  sludge  has  long  been  one  of  the  major  problems  in  the 
sewage  disposal  system  and  I have  no  doubt  that  in  due  course  incineration  will  be 
the  answer.  There  is  a theoretical  use  for  this  sludge  in  that  it  is  a source  of 
humus,  but  attempts  to  get  farmers  to  use  the  sludge,  even  when  it  has  been 
rendered  completely  innocuous  and  inoffensive,  have  never  been  successful. 

Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  a source  of  worry  and  it  does  seem  that  the 
days  of  controlled  tipping  are  almost  past.  One  would  have  thought  that  in  a 
predominantly  rural  area  such  as  this,  plenty  of  space  could  be  found  in  unobtrusive 
areas  for  tipping.  However,  it  is  now  a near  impossibility  to  find  any  suitable 
piece  of  land  against  which  there  is  not  some  reasonable  planning  objection. 

In  recent  years  too  the  River  Authority  have  become  increasingly  disturbed  at 
the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  refuse  tips  and  are  taking  active  steps  to  see  that 
these  tips  do  not  pollute  the  water  courses.  This  is,  of  course,  perfectly 
justified,  but  the  combined  efforts  of  the  River  Authority  and  the  Planning 
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Authority  will  in  due  course  preclude  controlled  tipping  as  a method  of  refuse 
disposal. 

I think,  therefore,  that  as  a matter  of  great  urgency  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  provision  of  an  incinerator  to  serve  the  region  and  the  remaining 
small  areas  of  land  which  are  still  available  for  tipping  should  be  kept  for 
emergencies  and  for  dealing  with  rubbish  which  is  dealt  with  under  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act. 

I should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman,  Councillors  and  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  received.

Water  Supply 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Joint  Engineer  of  the  South  West 
Devon  Water  Board,  Mr,  W.F.  White,  F.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  M.I.  Struct. E. 

(a)  Source  of  Public  Supply 

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns  and 
augmented  during  the  summer  months  from  a lowland  pumped  source  at  Duckaller 
and  if  necessary  from  Torquay  Reservoir  via  Teignmouth. 

(b)  Distribution 

From  both  the  former  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration, 
treatment  and  storage  plant  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  Town,  from 
whence  distribution  is  made  of  the  treated  water  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban 
District.  Water  is  supplied  to  3,010  dwelling  houses  with  an  estimated 
polulation  of  B,200. 

(c ) Quantity 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  up  to  31st  December,  1970,  amounted  to 
145,070,000  gallons,  an  average  of  397,468  gallons  per  day.  The  peak  month 
was  July  when  16,823,000  gallons  were  supplied. 

(d)  Quality  of  Supply 

The  supply  to  the  Town  is  dosed  with  sulphate  of  alumina,  precipitated, 
gravity  filtered  and  the  natural  acidity  and  induced  acidity  is  corrected  by 
a lime  dose  followed  by  the  application  of  gaseous  chlorine.  The  protection 
of  the  gathering  ground  and  entry  of  unauthorised  persons  was  given  close 
attention. 

Water  Sampling 

24  water  samples  were  taken.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Sewage  flows  to  three  disintegrator  stations  situated  at  Holcombe,  the  Railway 
Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn.  Two  of  these  disintegrators  are  of  the  continuous  rotary- 
drum  screen  type.  Sewage  from  the  northern  part  of  the  district,  i.e,  Dawlish 
Warren,  Eastdon,  Cofton  etc.  is  pumped  via  a new  sewerage  system  in  a series  of 
pumping  stations  to  the  disintegrator  at  Sea  Lawn  and  thence  to  the  main  outfall  at 
Black  Bridge.  The  disintegrated  sewage  from  the  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn  Stations  is 
taken  half  a mile  out  to  sea  by  outfall  near  Black  Bridge.  The  Holcombe  discharge 
enters  the  sea  at  a position  below  the  rocks  at  Holcombe

Constant  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Refuse  Tip  to  reduce  the  fly  and  rodent 
infestations.

The  number  of  licensed  sites  within  the  area  decreased  slightly  during  the  year 
there  being  53  licensed  sites  accommodating  893  caravans,  of  which  433  are 
permanent  residential  vans.  From  experience  it  would  seem  that  with  the  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  touring  caravans  and  tents  visiting  the  area,  it  may  be 
desirable  to  have  accommodation  available  in  selected  areas  for  the  critical  six 
week  period.  This  could  probably  best  be  dealt  with  by  extending  existing  sites 
for  this  time.  This  would  help  to  ease  the  situation  with  regard  to  over-night 
parking  in  lay-bys  and  on  the  side  of  the  road,  and  it  would  also  ensure  that 
facilities  were  available  for  the  campers. 

During  the  year  183  visits  and  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  the  caravan  and  camping  sites,  together  with  an  appreciable  amount 
of  office  administrative  work  in  this  connection.

Of  the  seven  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  Rural  District,  five  were  in 
continual  use,  one  in  occasional  use,  and  the  remaining  slaughterhouse  did  not  operate.

From  the  early  part  of  the  year  regular  spraying  of  the  tip  face  was  carried  out  in 
order  to  control  the  fly  population;  this  seemed  to  have  improved  the  position, 
and  very  few  complaints  were  received  by  the  department  with  regard  to  this  type  of 
nuisance . 

In  order  to  prevent  the  refuse  collectors  having  to  work  during  the  public  holiday 
periods,  plastic  refuse  sacks  were  left  at  each  property  during  the  collection  prior 
to  the  holiday;  this  enabled  the  additional  refuse  to  be  stored  until  the  next 
normal  collection. 

Civic  Amenities  Act 

A great  deal  of  trouble  was  again  experienced  with  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish 
and  a lot  of  time  was  taken  up  with  its  clearance.  All  Parish  Councils  within  the 

area  were  notified  of  the  facilities  available  to  rate  payers  for  the  disposal  of  items 
of  rubbish.

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Rodent  Operator  is  also  employed  as  relief  refuse  lorry 
driver,  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
with  special  reference  to  the  general  inspection  of  farms,  undertaking  block  control 
treatments,  and  in  being  able  to  carry  out  'follow  up'  treatments  at  proper  intervals. 
It  was  decided  during  the  year  to  relieve  him  of  the  additional  duties,  which  has 
resulted  in  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out.  The  sewer  baiting 
carried  out  during  the  year  revealed  that  sewers  in  3 Parishes  were  infested.

Rodent  Control  - General  Treatment 

44  private  dwellings  and  11  other  premises  were  tested  for  rat  infestation,  a 
total  of  116  visits  being  made  in  this  connection. 

During  the  year  access  was  gained  to  a culvert  running  beneath  the  centre  of  the 
town.  The  culvert  provided  an  undisturbed  breeding  place  for  rats  which  in  turn 
were  allowed  free  access  to  the  town  sewers.  The  culvert  was  subsequently 
treated  for  rats  with  acute  poison  and,  subject  to  periodic  attention  it  is 
considered  that  this  action  will  reduce  the  number  of  infestations  occurring 
within  the  town  centre.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  locate  interim  areas  for  disposal  of  refuse 
pending  the  availability  of  a tip  at  Firestone  Lane.  Although  this  tip  wes 
expected  to  become  available  in  August,  1970,  it  was  not  made  open  to  use  until 
the  very  end  of  1970,  due  to  several  difficulties  experienced  in  the 
preparatory  site  works.  As  a result  several  hundred  tons  of  pulverised  refuse 
had  to  be  stock  piled  on  land  adjacent  to  the  pulveriser  and  transported  to 
Firestone  Lane  when  the  site  works  were  completed. 

It  is  thought  likely  that  this  new  tip  will  last  for  three  to  four  years  and 
in  the  meantime  much  thought  is  being  given  to  alternative  means  of  disposal. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a work  study  based  bonus  scheme  was  accepted 
by  the  collection  and  treatment  staff.  The  scheme,  after  some  initial 
teething  problems,  has  increased  overall  efficiency,  reduced  complaints  to  a 
minimum  and  has  removed  several  long  standing  management  problems.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Sewage  is  conveyed  to  three  pumping  stations,  two  at  Gales  Hill,  Teignmoath, 
and  one  at  King  George's  Field,  Shaldon. 

After  comminution  at  the  plant,  sewage  is  held  in  tanks  and  released  on  the  ebb 
tide  through  outfalls  either  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  estuary.  The  new 
comminutors  had  teething  troubles,  but  after  a stone  guard  was  provided  the  plant 
operated  more  efficiently. 

Complaints  were  received  of  sewage  getting  onto  the  main  beaches  and  observation 
was  kept  on  this  problem. 

A total  of  214  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 


Refuse  and  Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  Tip  at  Broadmeadow,  Bishopsteignton  Road. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  with  the  refuse  being  covered  daily. 

Water  Supply 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Executive  Engineer  to  the  South 

West  Devon  Water  Board,  Mr.  R.K.  Harding,  C.Eng.,  F.I.C.E.,  F.I.W.E.,  A.M.I.  Mech.  E. 

(a)  Source  of  Public  Supply 

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  catchment  areas  of  Tottiford  and 
Venford  on  Dartmoor.  A borehole  situated  at  Mylor,  Teignmouth,  is  used  only 
as  a stand-by  source  of  supply. 

(b)  Distribution 

From  the  above  sources  the  water  is  taken  to  treatment  plants  at  Tottiford 
and  Venford,  where  it  is  filtered  and  treated.  The  water  is  then  conveyed 
by  trunk  main  to  Teignmouth,  but  supplies  the  Rural  Areas  of  Newton  Abbot 
and  St,  Thomas  as  well  as  the  Urban  District  of  Newton  Abbot  en  route. 

Water  is  supplied  to  5,592  dwellings  with  an  estimated  population  of 
12,260  persons. 

(c)  Quantity 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  up  to  the  31st  December,  1970, 
amounted  to  252,610,000  gallons. 

(d)  Quality 

Aluminium  sulphate  and  soda  ash  are  added  to  the  water,  which  is  then 
precipitated  and  pressure  filtered.  Lime  is  added  to  neutralise  the 
natural  acidity  and  reduce  the  corrosive  tendancy.  Finally  chlorine  is 
added  to  sterilise  the  water.

The  scheme  for  supplying  mains  water  to  the  Venn  Farm  Area  did  not  materialise 
during  1970,  as  it  was  found  uneconomical  and  Grants  to  assist  the  work  were  not 
forthcoming.

The  plant  to  purify  and  chlorinate  the  water  of  the  yachting  pool  was  installed 

during  May  and  became  operational  at  the  end  of  that  month. 

Initial  troubles  were  experienced,  but  these  were  soon  rectified  and  the  plant 
gave  good  results  for  the  remainder  of  the  season,  despite  constant  heavy  use. 

A total  of  170  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  water  supply  and  sampling.

Sampling  of  Food 

Samples  of  food  obtained  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Exeter:- 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947/1963 

8 samples  were  obtained  and  5 were  satisfactory.  The  3 unsatisfactory  samples 
were  notified  to  an  adjoining  Authority  in  whose  area  the  ice-cream  was  manufactured 
and  the  problem  was  resolved  after  consultation. 

A total  of  28  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  sampling  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream. 

Public  Health  (Shellfish)  Regulations.  1934  and  1948 

Mussels  are  taken  from  layings  in  the  River  Teign  situated  up  river  from  5haldon 
Bridge  and  are  passed  through  cleansing  tanks  on  the  Fish  Quay. 

10  samples  were  taken  after  cleansing  and  7 were  Grade  1.  The  3 unsatisfactory 
samples  were  due  to  incorrect  aeration  of  the  tanks,  but  this  was  quickly  rectified 
by  attention  to  the  pump. 

40  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  mussel  sampling. 

Other  Food  Samples 

1 sample  of  eggs  was  submitted  for  examination  being  suspected  of  causing 
diarrhoea,  but  found  to  be  bacteriologically  sound. 

Complaints  of  Unfit  Food 

11  complaints  of  unfit  food  were  notified  to  the  Department  during  the  year  and 
investigations  were  carried  out.  2 cases  of  glass  in  milk  were  reported  to  the 
Council  and  proceedings  were  authorised.  Both  cases  were  proved  and  fines  of  £25 
: on  each  offence  were  given.

Port  Health  and  River  Pollution 

60  visits  were  made  to  the  dock  area  in  connection  with  water  supply,  pollution, 
rodent  control  and  import  of  animals. 

An  accidental  spillage  of  fuel  oil  occurred  while  a Danish  motor  ship  was  taking 
on  bunkers  from  the  Quayside,  This  resulted  in  widespread  pollution  of  the  estuary 
and  numerous  complaints  were  received.  Considerable  time  was  spent  on  this  incident 
and  all  the  facts  were  passed  on  to  the  Harbour  Commissioners,  who  decided  to  take  no 
action  in  the  matter.  42  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  and  subsequent 
complaints  of  oil  pollution  in  the  river. 

Flooding 

The  town  centre  was  again  flooded  by  sea  water  on  the  8th  January,  1970.  Food 
premises  were  involved,  but  due  to  previous  experiences  measures  were  taken  in  time 
to  protect  stock  from  contamination.  Heaters  were  once  more  loaned  by  the  Devon 
County  Council  and  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  these  was  carried  out  by 
this  Authority.  102  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  flooding. 

A survey  of  the  properties  liable  to  flooding  was  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the 
Devon  River  Authority  and  83  visits  were  made  as  a result  of  this.
